1. That the learned Sub-Judge is absolutely wrong in 
holding that there was a valid agreement of arbitration 
between the parties. The so called agreement Ex, P, 6 
was illegal and as such the petitioner was not bound by it. 

2. That the Arbitrator named in the agreement was a 
party to the contract and his appointed nominee without 
written approval of the petitioner made the arbitration 
proceedings illegal and null and void, 

3. The Lower Court is wrong in holding that the award 
was given by the Arbitrator within the statutory period 
of 4 months, according to Schedule I (3) of the Arbitra- 
tion Act 1940. 

4. That the nomination of the Arbitrator by the respon- 
dent took place on 15th May 1950 vide Ex. P. 6, The 
Arbitrator fixed 15th November 1950 as the first date ot 


hearing and the award was given on 27th August 1951 
after me expiry ot one year, three months and 12 days 
from the date the Arbitrator was called upon by the res- 
pondent to act or the date of entering upon reference i.e. 
15th November 1950, 

5. That the Arbitrator neither applied for extension ot 
time for filling of the award under Section 28 of the 
Arbitration Act of 1940 nor had the consent of the peti- 
tioner for enhancement of time and the entire arbitration 
proceedings are therefore illegal and not maintainable, 

6. That the learned Sub Judge is wrong in holding that 
the application under Section 17 of the Arbitration Act is 
within time. Article 178 of the Indian Limitation Act of 
1908 allows 90 days’ period for submitting the application 
to the Court for making the award a rule of the Court. 
The Award w T as filed on 26th June 1953 by the Arbitrator 
and the application was moved by the respondent on 14th 
November 1953 for passing decree in terms of the Award, 

7. That the judgment of the trial court is against Law 
and facts. The so called Arbitrator was himself a party 
to the contract and was therefore prejudiced from the 
start of proceedings and the award that was given by 
him was hardly impartial, just or reasonable. 

It is, therefore, prayed that the judgment of the Lower 
Court be set aside and the Revision petition be accepted 
and the petitioner be awarded costs throughout.
